Draft resisters 



students' Council last night dis- 
sociated itself from demands 
that the Faculty of Management 
be abolished and recognized and 
approved "the recent changes in 
the Faculty of Management". 

The lengthy motion also reco- 
gnized "the need for the Faculty 
of Management Building". 

Students' Society President 
Robert' Hajaly .: presented the 
motion (which was seconded by 
Arts and Science rep Norman 
Spector) only after Council had 
changed its agenda to allow it to 
deal with the Faculty of Manage- 
ment situation and allow it to 
formulate a policy on it 

The move followed a confronta- 
tion between Council and over 200 
students in the Faculty of Mana- 
gement- at last week's Council 
meeting. 

At that time Council consider- 
ed a motion of endorsement of the

armed forces of their coun- 
try". V . 




In addition, Immigration 
officials are allowed wide 
enough discretion in the in- 
terpretation of Department 
regulations that a single of> 
fleer may exercise his own 
prejudices, and prevent an 
application from being ap- 
proved. 

This situation, according 
to the Council, has been ef- 
fective In preventing draft 
dodgers and deserters from 
obtaining the status to which 
they are leg|ally entitled, or 
In delaying applications for 
working papers so long that 
tliey are "starved out" for 
lack of funds.

The misunderstandings, he said, 
arose from the tacts that the 
Conunerce students had taken 
the amendment as appIyingVpnly 
to them; that they had takenVits 
implications personally, and that 
they took the amendment to imply 



that no reforms had, in fact, ^ 
been instituted. 

One of the major points of the 
debate,' however, was that the 
dissatisfaction of the Faculty of 
Management students was not 
due to specific, misunderstanding, 
but rather to the feeling that 
CouncU itself b not representative i.

Meanwhile, the controversial hearing conuiilttée Tesumed its 
inquiry into the Anderson affair-yesterday morning, without the six 
blacks pressing charges. 

The faculty club occupation followed a noon-hour rally on the 
main floor to explain the issues in the confrontation between stu- 
dents and administrators over racial charges levelled against pro- 
fessor Perry Anderson. 

After two hours of heated debate, the group swept up the'esca- 
lators and into the faculty club, surprising several staff members 
at lunch. The faculty cleared out immediately and the students took 
over. 

The occupiers said they will not leave until the administration 
gives in to five demands made last Wednesday by the group holding 
the computer centre. 

The demands include dissolution and recons Ut u U on jil the hearing 
committee, removal of all threats of reprisalj^^ûnlâ^è action, 
consideration forstudents who have lost academia fi^ Mid active 
attempts by the administration to have crimhiaifahiarles' against ' 
three blacks dropped. 

At the noon meeting, speakers presented their case in student 
power terms and, in some cases, racial tenns.; S : ijffi:- : 

The clincher came when one'of the black organizers promised 
that the blacks would abide by an impartial committee's findings. 

- .llte^hèaring^tnmittee met early in the morning, locked in a 
lelevisibn'vsiiidio'- behind massive metal doors. The proceedings 
were broadcast via closed-circuit television, but there was no 
live audience. _ . 

The black students did not show up at the hearing - they said 
they will not appear until the committee is reconstituted.'

fines upon faculty members. Even so, the report concludes, "some 
dramatic form of persuasion is required to ensure that faculty co- 
operate with the library." 

The drive to keep. the library open continuously gathered mo- 
mentum two weeks ago after a petition, signed by seven hundred stu- 
dents asking for the open library, was presented to the Library Liaison 
Committee, one of several sub<omniittees of the University Library 
Committee. - 

The Liaison Committee, made up of four students, two professors, 
and the Director of the Libraries, Keith Crouch, passed a motion re- 
commending that "the library be opened for study purposes 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week for study purposes." 

But Crouch and onè of the professors didn't attend the meetinR. 

A novel, if not unpopular idea to get funds for the scheme, came 
out of the session. It was pointed out that the library is two years 
behind in cataloguing books worth $300,000, an investment which is 
paying no interestat all. 

At eight per cent interest, twenty-five thousand dollars could be 
obtained, more than enough,to pay for the cost of an open library. 
■ 7 The point of the matter, one committee member concluded, don't 
buy books you can't use. Q.E.D. 

Professor M. Maxwell of the History Department suggested at 
one meethig last week that the McGilt Reporter, which costs eighty- 
six thousand dollars to.run, be looked at'as another possible source

The Faculty of Arts and Science 
(the highest governing body) yes- 
terday urged Senate to make non- 
negotiable its plans for adapting 
to the incoming CEGEP system. 

Under present plans, McGill 
would provide CEGEP education 
to high school graduates during 
the . 69-70 school year, while a 
building for the Faculty of Edu- 
cation would be under construction 
on the Montreal campus. 

The following year, no high 
school graduates would be admit- 
ted, the Faculty of Education 
would move to the Montreal cam- 
■piisiahd Macdonald College would 
rent space out for up .to^fiye;^? 
years as a West Island CEGEP:'^' 
The first-year CEGEP course 
would no longer be offered at 
McGUl. , . 



However, in a telegram to 
Academic Vice-Principal Michael 
Oliver, Quebec's Department of 
Education hinted that this tran- 
sitional phase, which was to last 
only otie year, could possibly be 
longer. 

Oliver said at the meeting yes- 
terday it was "extremely disturb- 
ing that this b being raised." If 
the province called upon McGill 
to offer the CEGEP course for 
more than a year, the university 
would not be able to accoinmodate 
both the CEGEP and education 
students. 

Many other factors are involved 
in the whole CEGEP problem.

The meeting followed overnight 
strategy talks on the~ campus as 
an extension of an all-day teach- 
in held Monday while students 
boycotted classes. 

Students also approached the 
council-board negotiating session- 
with an invitation for a Board 
member to speak to them. When 
the Board refused, about 1,000 
of them gathered in front of the 
negotiation' headquarters, re- 
maining in two lines when Board 
members left so the members 
had to run a "gauntlet" to reach 
their cars. 

Nearly half the 4,000<tudent 

campus took part in all of Mon- 
day's sessions and' Initial con- 
frontations with the board. 

Elsewhere .Tuesday ,\tlièjThrone 
Speech In the Sasltatcîiewah leg- 
islature promised that a "Arm 
hand" would be taken vrith the 
university and hinted sX possible 
reprisals against campus "ag- 
itators".

The people of Quebec, throughout their histoiy, have 
produced one of the most vibrant traditions of press free- 
dom in the world. Almost every sector of thought, of 
political. and religious conviction, has produced a press 
in QiiebM. the history of Quebec is dotted with the names 
of great newspapers - La Minerve, Le Canadien, Le Pa- 
triote. 

Today that tradition is dying a quiet and unnoticed 
death (papers don't like talking about themselves). The 
monopolies are silently hoarding the leading French pa- 
pen, and squeezing out the little ones. • . 

You don't read much in the papers about a man named 
Paul Desmarais, yet he is one of the most powerful men in 
Canada, and (in the virords of a liberal MLA) "the un- 
disputed master of the Quebec press." 

Desmarals is the chairman and chief executive officer 
of the most powerful consortium in the country, aptly 
and unabashedly named "Power Corporation of Canada" 
(it's interesting these people no longer worry about devis- 
ing euphemisms.). 

'The -Desmarais group controls fouir 'French-language 
daily newspapers, fiv^ weeklies, four radio stations, two 
television stations, and is actively woriung to acquire 
morepublications and media outlets. 

T^rou^ Gelco Enterprises and Trans-Canada, Power 
Corporation owns La Presse (cire. 200,524), the Montreal 
weekUes La Patrie (142,197) and Dimanche-Matin (244,144), 
as well as La Tribune de Sherbrooke (daily, 35,684), Le 
Nouvelliste (Trois-Rivièfes, daily 45,035), and the oldest 
French-language radio station in Quebec, Montreal's CHiAC. 
It also owns a dozen local papers in the Montreal region. 

Through another subsidiary, Quebec Télémédia, Power 
Corp. has also acquired CHLT-TV Sherbrooke, and invest- 
ed two and a half, million dollars in a new building which is 
reportedly to snve'^as a base of a private television net- 
work. It was Québec Télémédia, together with an Ontario 
group, that offered to build and run a Canadian conununi- 
cations satellite. 

, , Desmarais'f,rise .tp.I^owp. came through a^ 
- route: He began' his career with thé acquisition of Sudbury 
Bus Lines in 1950, making that venture pay by using 
decrepit wrecks for busses, and proving his prowess in 
this field, added similar companies until he was handed 
the presidency of the monopoly Provincial Transport 
Company in 1960. 

Today' he is associated with a number of Ventures, 
principally the Trans-<]anada Corporation Fund, which he 
heads along with another major Quebec financier, Jean-' 
Louis Lévesque. 

Lévesque founded Trans^Tanada; several years ago 
g^and;Kniains an important shareholder. In February 1963 
'^'Titans-Canada merged witb Power Corporation, with Des- 
marais becoming top man. The merged corporation has 
total assets of |225 million and controls a string of com- 
panies worth $4 billion. That makes it Canada's largest 
business empirie and gives it thejcountry's most extensive 
pool of mobile capital. 

Desmarals' other interests range from breweries 
to hotels, from manufacturing to mutual bonds. Desma- 
rals recently served on an l&man constitutional com- 
mittee of La (Chambre de 0)mmerce de la Province de 
Québec, which set itself up to study the pros and cons of 
separatism and federalism and discovered the wonderful 
advantages of federalism for the French-Canadian people. ' 

Quebec's press lord has fingers in many pies. He is 
chahman of Provincial Transport Enterprises Ltd.; pres- 
ident' of Gelco EInteprises Ltd.; vicei}resident and chair- 
man of thé executive conunittee of the Imperial Life As- 
surance Co. of Canada; a dhrector of Blue Bonnets Race-v 
ways, Brazilian Light and Power Corp. (a neat little enter- 



prise which exploits the hydroelectric resources of Brazil 
at incredible prices and carts the profits back to New York 
and Montreal); Hilton of Canada Ltd.; Investors group. 
Investors International Mutual Fund Ltd., Investors Syndi- 
cate Ltd., Montreal Trust Co., National Breweries of Can- 
ada Ltd., Chnents-Laferge (iuebiec£Ltee,^Northem and 
Central Gas Corporation Ltd., Slém^Canada Ltd., and 
several othen. He is on the board of governors of the Uni- 
versity of Ottawa, Sudbury's Laurentian University, and 
University of Moncton. 

Next to Power Corporation's media holdings, in rough 
order of importance, is the Conununica group, owned by 
Jacques., Bnlliant, member of a well-known family of (u- 

mouski flnaiiciers, aiid including three Montreal wéeklies. 
Le Petit Journal (235,950), PhotoJoumal (133,613), and 
Dernière Heure (30,995), as well as three local weeklies, 
a daily, and radio and television stations, mostly hi the east 
of the province. 

The thkd group, consisting of stniggUng dailies in 
Montreal and Quebec and sevenuwedcU(»,(Uie;largest is 
Nouvelles Illustrées, 106,170) is^ïiiâliitqf^n^ Péla- 
deau, the only one of the three^^jgns his newspaper 
himself. "^^flilpfr" 

Outside these three groups, there is only one large- 
circulaUon weekly (Perspectives, the French equivalent 
of Weekend Magazine) and four dailies: Montreal-Matin, 
a Union Nationale camp follower with a ckculation of 126,- • 
939; Le Devoir, 41,652; L'Action, 32,320, both literate, 
minority journals; and the most lucrative of all Le SolcU, 
which reaches 80 per cent of Quebec City's households and 
returns |1 million net profit annually. Quebec's two gen- 
eral-circulation monthlies (Chatelaine, 250,090.and Le Mag- 
adne Maclean, 171,996) are' published by Maclean-Hunter, 
the Toronto enterprise. i^^^^t 

It is interesting to study Déararais' apologia for his 
empire4)uilding. Desmarais usually shuns interviews, but 
these are some of his replies to a set of written questions 
submitted to him by the Toronto Star: 

Desmarals explahis the monopolization of the Quebec 
'press by saying: "What has happened is not an unusual 
phenonfenon. I would say it b normal. ^ . 

"The word empire is exaggerated and belongs to the 
vocabulary of contemporary journalism. The facts are 
simpler. 

"Family-type btstitutions (La Presse was owned by a 
family) cannot resist the bnpact of the economic trans- 
formations of our era and must submit- to the pressures 
of preyaiUng technology. Oipital is necessary not only, to 
continue to exist but to expand. 

■"Investment which brings under one management en- 
terprises which had to go it alone is a sought-after and 
desirable intervention. A single purpose motivates invest- 
ment, the survival of institutions, and the objective is 
progress." - ' i"^^-' u 

Desmarals' argument soiinds jnuch like that of the 
emergbtg conglomerates in the United States (see Ram- 
parts on Litton Industries: New York Times Magazine. 
December 3), which suggests (in the words of their chief 
ideologist John Kenneth Galbralth) "Size is the general 
servant of technology" and that "planning" requires the 
mobile supply of capital be "liberated from the vagaries 
of themaricet." 

Notwithstanding that the authoritathfe study in the 
field (J.S. Bain's Industrial Organisation) concludes that 
for 80 to 90 per cent of the industries hyestigated, there 
is no need for high concentration to make production 
efficient, we must look at other aspects. 

^ The accumulation of capital purely for the sake of 
accumulation - Power Corp.i--iia prjeeisdv^the factor which 
makes It hard for indepàdrat^efiq[iapen|ïo survive, be- 
cause capital is then nearly impossible to obtahi. Desma-

The status of a newspaper in society cannot be that 
of an underwear firm, with thé content of the hiformation 
given to the people being determined by the needs of the 
larger corporations (notice the constantly-rccurrhig article 
on Quebec's investment difficulties, which is tlie technique 
of self-fulfilling prophecy that helps the American-owned 
corporations create the very conditions which would. serve 
theh* interests, i.e. confederation as it exists and the 
prevention of Quebec's assertion.)^^ ^ , , • v , : ; 

Such press monopolies' hâve ue power ' liot only to 
propagandize an ideology, or to foster economic terrorism 
of the nature of the flight-of-capital articles, but also to 
sabotage the competitive position and public relations 
of conunercial enemies in unrelated fields. A diversified 
holding company, through control over many outlets, can 
also turn the heat on any political representative who chal- 
lenges the self-interest of any of its activities. The large- 
circulation papers would be lèft in the hands of people who ^ 
share the proprietary mentality; 1984 comes a little 
closer, only Big Brother is a board of directors. 

' As a footnote about the rewards of independent thought, 
the only newspaper to stand up to Duplcssis in the fifties. 
Le Devoir, is being crippled by Postmaster-General Eric 
Kierans*. legislation increasbig postal' rates for papers. 
Le Devoir is being punished by the Liberal government 
for a crime against the laws of the mobility of capital. 
The giants are virtually untouched.

A program for McGill 

Demands presented to Senate by 
the Radical Students' Alliance. 



McGill University, an English language institutiorv^en^ 
ing capitalist interests, enjoys a privileged and exploitative 
position In Quebec society. Universities, crucial to social 
development, must put their resources, research, and pro- 
grams at the service of progressive social forces seeking 
to bring about an independent, socialist Quebec where dom- 
ination of the French working class by English capital is no 
longer a reality. It is clear, too, that ultimately education 
in the- public sector will have to be unilingually French. It 
is essential that McGill begin today the transformation into 
a critical university in the Quebec context. To mark the first 
step in that process, the Radical Students' Alliance (RSA) 
has categorized its demands of thé Administration under 
the following five headings: 



I. Democratization 

In keeping with the basic principles of- 
democratization, production must be con- 
trolled by those who produce, and decisions 
must be made by those whom they affect 
In order that the university be demo- 
cratized, both Internally with respect to 
its woridng community, and externally with 
respect to the society to which it beloriigs, 
decisions must be made by students, aca- 
demic and non-academic staff, and the 
Quebec people. Specifically: 

A. , i) Students and staff (aca- 

demic and non-academic) 
must control staffing and 
all other functions at the 
Department and Faculty 
. levels, on at least â parity 
basis. 

il) Senior administrative per- 
sonnel (e.g., Principal, 
Vice-Principals, Deans) 
must be elected. 

B. The present Board of Gov- 
ernors and Senate must be 
abolished and replaced, by 

a unicameral governing , 
body consisting of students 
(1/3), academic and non- 
academic staff (1/3), and 
representatives of the Que- 
bec people (1/3), particu- 
larly the working class. 

II. . Research 

ancf Orientation 

As has been accepted even in Tripartite 
Commission discussions, McGiil University 
is at present monolithlcally conunitted In 
its orientation,; programmes, and research 
against progressive social forces. Educa- 
tion is a -social: resource which must be 
utilized for the greatest' benefit of the peo- 
ple. To that end, the educational process, 
in all its manifestations, must be omitted 
to the support and advancement of the pro- 
gressive and radical forces in a structural- 
ly split society. The mechanism for this is 
a critical university vpdil|gr,tbeory and 
practice, actively works 'for, radical social 
change. In particular, McGill must bite- 
grate throughout its programs such areas 
as Black Liberation studies, and especially 
Quebec studies, and abolish institutes and 
' progranunes that serve as tokens, or more 
dhrectly aid the ruling class hi maintahihig 
its hegemony. Speciflcally: 

A..';, ■ The tokenlst French' Can- 
*' ' ada âtudiès Programme 
must be abolished, and 
studies of Quebec society 



must be Integrated through- 
out the spectrum of Mc- 
Gilt's academic activities. 
B. I) The Faculty of Management 
and the Industrial Relations 
Centre must be abolished, 
and replaced by a Fàculty 
of Labor which, through an 
Integrated programme, will 
train labor organizers. 
II) The Centre for Developing 
Area' Studies must be 
abolished and replaced by 
a Centre to study and sup- 
port third world liberation 
movements. 



III. Housing 



2000 students need housing facilities. 
The Board of Governors considers housbig 
a bad investment and refuses to provide 
funds for it, placing profit before social 
need. Admhiistrative priorities must be re- 
oriented. Specifically: 

A. The Sherbrooke-McTavish 
site now slated for the con- 



structlon of the Faculty of 
Management building, along 
with a $2 million loan, must 
be turned oyer to the Stu- 
dents' Society, for its 
co-op housing project 

IV. Education 

The working language of Qtiebec must 
become French hi all areas of social ac- 
tivity. One aspect of the movement towards 
the full inte^ation of McGill hito Quebec 
society is that all its personnel must ac- 
quire the language of the Quebec people. 
Specifically: 



A. McGill - must give imme- 
diate priority to instituting 
a Functional French Pro- 
gram to provide rapid and 
effective training In speak- 
ing French, so that by 1972 
all candidates for degrees 
and all teaching personnel 
be able to speak the lan- 
guage of Quebec... 



V. Library 

' A university library must, on the one 
.hand, be properly functional and, on the 
other hand, must serve the public which 
fbianced it Specifically: 



.A. The library must be opm^ 
ed to the public. 

B. The library must acquire 
a greater proportion of 

' books In the Freiich lan- 
guage. 

C. The library must provide 
service twenty-four hours 

a day.

We have a 
problem here! 

Sir, 

This letter attempts to answer Mr. 
George F. Bardosh and all the whites of 
Canada who are probably stunned by the 
shattering blow dealt their ridiculous myth 
of "we have no problem here." 

First, the rally held on January 31 was 
for the support of black students, not a 
debating session. There was no pretence 
of its beh)g a "democratic" parihunentary 
meeting. Indeed dissenters are free to 
hold their own rallies or teach-ins. 

Secondly, Mr. Bardosh, like most peo- 
ple, is under misconceptions due to lade of 
hifomiation and biased reporting by all of 
the public news media. The bridal charge 
against Professor Anderson was not that he 
never gave any marks above Ç. The ques- 
tion ol what niiarks he gave is not the issue. 
The charge is a charge of radsm. It has 
been stated and restated by the students 
hivolved that these charges will be sub- 
stantiated with evidence at an impartial 
hearing and- nowhoré; else. .No>bnparti^ 
hearing has beéi hdd to date aind therefore 
no evidence has been brought forward to 
support the diarges. The issues have not 
been revised. The issue is still whether or 
not Professor Anderson practised racism 
against his students. The problem arises 
•out of the Sir George Williams adminis- 
tration's refusal to allow a legitimate hear- 
ing to take place." ' 

As to his question of "angry blacks": 



The movement at Sir George is not over 
"any Und of pretext." When students about 
to graduate risk thdr years of study, thdr 
future, and what little freedom they have, 
one can be certain that they have a solid 
case to back them up. A man Is not going 
to face 33 years of prison on "any Und 
of pretext." In the meantime the prosecu- 
tion is not givhig evidence to the defense to 
woric on before the trial. 

. F^'irtbermore, I hope Mr. Bardosh and 
others like him, who fed themsdves lib- 
erals and defenden of justice do realize 
that "radsm" is not isolated cases like 
Peny Anderson, that racism is not fought 
by sitthig in computer centres (I do not 
bitend to outline the white man's crimes 
here-^lhere are R:any lists that can be 
consulted). I hope they realize that radsm 
is a cultural phenomenon, someUdng that 
pervades our way of life as much as our 
language, our rdigion and our historical 
traditions. I hope that those vrbo profess 
to be Ubaral, radical or whatever realize 
that in order to fight radsm, the v«y 
foundations of this sodety must be attacked 
and the psychological, spiritual and mate- 
rial legades of the past five centuries 
of European domination mu.it be abolished.

business in Israel. , 

At last Monday's meeting of 
the Canadian Qub, (for rich 
businessmen) Bronfman said 
Montreal's new sports team has 
been making so much news be- 
caiu^^lniseball is the stuff 
dreams 'are made of*'. 

He added (because you don't 
pussyfoot around when you're 
talking to Montreal's wealthiest) 
that uey should begin to "fully 
appreciate the economic im- 



.plications of this move (that is, 
the setting up of the team) for 
our city and our country". 
■ Yes. let'?. The whole Mont- 
real baseball business began un- 
der the impetus of the Vice- 
Chairman of the Executive Com- 
.mittee, Gerry Snyder. Snyder has 
had an interest in the sport since 
he owned a sports equipment 
store a while back: in those days, 
he used to go around organizing 
.little. leagues and (hen sell (hem 
uniforms, bats, balls, etc. 
' The issue came up again last 
year, almost ten years after the . 
ill-fated Montreal Royals folded 
in wake of the increasing popular- 
ity of the Blue Bonnets and horse- 
racing, when the NL decided to 
expand. 

Snyder represented the city 
(and the prospective backers) at 
the League meeting where Mont- 
real got the franchise. 

But to get the team, the city 
had to come up with a ball park. 
A domed Autostade seemed the 
obvious answer /and Drapeau 
started talking about a $4,000,000 
project. The time however was 
not ripe for the politics of gran- 
deur, it being August and Man 
and His World having great diffi- 
culty. Furthermore, that $40,- 
000,000 figure seemed to be 
inadequate in light of what a . 
similar project (and its upkeep) 
cost Houston. 

So the city backed down, and 
for a while the baseball plunge 
looked like another of Mont- 
real's Olympic bids.- (It was ' at 
this point that Ji-Louis Leves- 
que, owner of Blue Bonnets and 
one of the few French (Canadian 
millionaires, who had earlier 
commented: "We aren't in this 
for the money.

Apin, 
although ho doubt small compa- 
nies' (with adequate capital) will 
be able to multiply that money, 
through the concessions, the 
real winners won't be the little 
people: Bronfman basing his 
facts on a study done in Atlanta, 
home of the Braves, says at 
least forty-one per cent of the 
spectators will be from out- 
of-town. This, he claims, will 
boost the tourist Industry. 
(The Windsor Hotel owned by 
a member of the above-mention- 
ed Webster family, the Queen

Hilton chain; or the Sheraton 
Mount Royal, all stand to gain); 

Which comes back to Bronf- 
man's statement implying that 
the baseball team means revenue 
while a recreation program 
doesn't. 

He is, in otheorords, assuming 
something^h'aP^'its mlghUest 
exemplificaUon in groups like 
the ciianadlan Club - that making 
more money is everybody's aim, 
and the opportunity to do so is 
open to all. 

To the statement that a federal 
■ survey found 38% of Montreal- 
ers living at or below the 
subsistence level. Bronfman 
replied that a good percentage 
of people were "bilking the gov- 
ernment with their social securi- 
ty". 

Of the eight directors, only 
John McHaleEwhp^^ddubles as 
teani president arid worked prev- 
iously for the National League 
in the States, is not a Montrealer. 

The others - the Beaudry broth- 
ers, high-ranking executives in
